nective fancy to the front, re- 
■ aidless of the views of others, 
Whether their labor has been 
successful, financially or other' 
wise, the popularity and past 
rec(jrd of the Barred Plymouth 
Kiick and Liifht Brahma does 
beslattc-t. 

Broc'.U i s like Felch and Corn- 
ing have made the Li-^'-ht Jirah- 
mas groat rav.>ritos, while breed 
ers like Hawkins, Pitkin and 
others have made the IJanci!

It must not be ovcrloolf«d that 
a bone "ciilter"" is not a bone 
"mill." A bone mill cannot 
grind a grccii bone, though 
can easily reduce a dry bone to 
powder, but a bone cutter will 
cut green or dry bones. There 
is also a difference in feeding 
iralue between g^reen bones and 
dry bones. They vary more 
thtin green apples and dry ap- 
ples. Their chemical compo- 
sition is not the same and one is 
more digestible than the other. 

The value of an article is not 
estimated according to weight, 
but in accordance with the ob- 
jects desired from its use. If 
si^bstancesare used for food their 
real value depends upon the pro- 
portions of digestible nutriments 
contained, and the value of the 
nutriments dependsupon the rel- 
ative proportions of nitrogen, 
lime, starch, and fat. 

There is a wide difference 
even in green bones. Some have 
more natural juices (solvents), 
and some are richer in nitrogen 
than others. The egg requires 
lime for the bones of the chick, 
also phosphoric acid. The ni' 
trogcn is to build up the struc- 
ture around the bones, such as 
the muscles, liver, heart, nerves, 
sipi \\ s.

If an egg did not contain the 
.enbstancjs mentioned no chick 
cou!('i produced, and if the 
hi' II ' . not receive food contain- 
in'^ n.' ci'U'cn and lime she pouUl 
i;ol produce eyj<s. She can ensiiy 
supply herself with starch Hinl 
fat, as such siibstancos exist 
plentkully in all foods, c-^pccially 
the gr.i'ciis, but tlicro arc times 
when she cannot secure the lime 
and niirouon, --1 >he w.iiis until 

she accumulates elU'u<;ll .it tliose 

substances and then she lays 
and waits for tlie next supply. 
If lime antl nitro|L^en are abun- 
dant she will lay evwy day, but 
if not she will lay every other 
day or twice a week, oi not at all. 

When the hen ^ets i)leiuy ut 
grain she cannot dispose of the 
surplus starch and fat unless she 
has suflicient nitrogen from some 
source to balance the great 
abundance of carbonaceous mat- 
ter, hence the fat is stored on 
her body and after a while the 
hen will cease to lay because she 
has become too fat. Iler or'^ans 
are obstructed with fat, and she 
is diseased. She attfmiUs tof^ei 
rid of the imperfect ej^iifs, or 
' rather nature endeavors to do 
so, but they have no shells, or 
:two of them will have the same

small. She will sit on the nest

Bones are cheap, as they can 
be obtained at much les* than 
their real value. They are 
worth fifteen dollai*8 per ton 
when used on the land as ferti- 
lizer, and they are Ireiinently 
given aw.-iy. Hut why are they 
thus disposed of? Simply be- 
cause the farmer or poultryman 
docs not know their value and 
because they are not sutliciently 
wise to use bone cutters, .lust 
as soon as the farmer procures a 
bone cutter he is then willing tc 
pay for the bones, and yet bones 
are cheaper than wheat at all 
seasons, even at dnul.le tlie price 
of wheat per iiouml. 

But why arc bones cheaper 
than wheat? Because the bones 
are rich in nitrogen and lime— not 
one substance, but both— and 
they make the hens lay. It is the 
results— the eggs obtained— that 
gives the real value to a food 
Wheat and corn at ten cents per 
bushel are very expensive if the 
hens do not lay. 

Bone is grit. It is hard and 
sharp, and assists the gizzard to 
reduce all other foods. Bone 
puts the gizzard at work and al- 
lows the fowls to follow the di- 
rections of nature. Mica grit is 
of course also excellent, but it is 
not food. Bone is both grit and 
food because it can be digested. 

All foods should be ground line 
by the gizzard. That is what 
the gizzard is for. Let it work. 
If the bone is cut with a bone 
cutter to a condition in which it 
can be swallowed nv the hens, 
the '/i7/.i\r(l will complete the 
work.

The 
more lean meat and the less fat 
on the bones the better. 

Even the dry bones may be 
groilnd and used, for they are 
idso v'iluable. They may be 
ground as tine as desired and 
will be highly relished, but there 
s no tood cheaper, better, or 
urer than the bone fresh from 
he butcher, and the fowls will 
rowd each other in their eager- 
less to '.'secure the .wholesome

Formula Uae^l by Dealers in 
Preserving Eggs. 

Numerous methods of pre- 
serving eggs are* in use. Tlhe 
idea of all of them is to keep air 
out of the eggs, as by such ab- 
sence of oxygen decay can be 
arrested for a considerable 
lenfith of time, especially if the 
c'l^s are jierfectly fresh at the 
start and are kept in a cool, dark 
place. The standard method 
most used by speculators and 
dealers is to i)Ut eggs in lime 
ater. The iirocesa is as fol- 
vvs, this recipe having; been 
widely sold at $5 under pledge of 

• 'r^iKe two gallons of water, 
t\vel\e i)ounds of unslaked lime 
,uiil foil I' of salt, or in that pro- 
portion according to the quantity 
of e!,'-gs uy be preserved. < Stir 
^rveral limes daily and then let 
stand until the liquid has settled 
and is perfectly clear. Draw or 
, ;n cl iilly dipolT the clear liquid, 
1, :i\ iiiii the sediment at the hot- 
UMii. Take for the above 
aul^lInt ol licjuid li ve ounces each 
of Ijlucing soda, cream of tartar, 
sait peter and an ounce of alum. 
Pulverize and mix these and dis- 
solve in one gallon of boiling 
water and add to the mixture 
.ihout twenty p-allr>ns bf pii 
i.ine water. This will alioul 
,1 cidar barrel. I'lit the c,!^i;s 
c.irefully so as not t*^ crack ai 
of the shells, letting the water 
always stand an inch above the 
ei^i;s, which can be tlone by 
]iiai;iug a barrel head a little 
sm iller upon th'em and weight- 
iiil; it. This amount of liquid 
will preserve 150 dozen of eggs, 
is not necessary to wait to get 
full barrel or smaller ])ackagc 
etrgs, but they can be put in 
at any time that they can be ob- 
tained fresh. The same liquid 
liould be used only once. — 
Michigan Tradesman

Bowel Trouble in Chicks.
